Couzens Would Shelter Jobless 
Boy Wanderers at Army Posts 


Senator to Propose Legislation to Have These 
Transients Growing Into Hundreds of 
Thousands Cared for.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. — Open 
the army posts and facilities to 
America’s jobless youth so they. 
can be cared for by trained offi- 


cers. That is the proposal of Sen- 
ator Couzens, wealthy Michigan Re- 
publican, who has become deeply 
concerned with the host of unfor- 
tunate boys who wander from city 
to city seeking work. 

In saying today that he would 
introduce legislation to have them 
cared for and fed by the army, 
Couzens disclosed that he had dis- 
cussed his plan with President Hoo- 
ver and Red Cross officials and 
would press for early action in 
Congress. 

He characterized the “transient 
boy” problem as one of the most 
important before the country and 
estimated on the basis of incom- 
plete figures that at least 300,000 
or 400,000 boys less than 21 years/| should be provided now if the fu- 
of age were tramping the high-/ture is to be approached intelligent- 
ways. ly 

“The transient boy has been the 
cause of much writing, discussion 
and concern,” Couzens said. “Re- 
alizing the value of the boy, I 
called on President Hoover Dec. 22 
to see if some way could not be 
found by which the Federal Gov- 
ernment could interest itself in 
him. I discussed with the Presi- 
dent the passage of a joirit resolu- 
tion authorizing the War Depart- 


ment to throw open its facilities 
for the proper care of the transient 
boy. While some think it is a state 
problem, it is entirely impossible 
for the states separately to take 
care of the situation. The mere 
announcement that a_ state was 
prepared to look after the welfare 
of these transient boys would un- 
doubtedly cause them to rush to 
that state. : 

“Therefore it seems to me it must 
be solved through action of the 
Federal Government, My sugges- 
tion ts not made from any charit- 
able or philanthropic motive be- 
cause I am convinced -that many 
of these boys would not subject 
themselves to any such treatment. 
When the many training camps 
were in operation during the war, 
these boys went in the interest of 
their country. In my judgment it 
is just as much in the interest of 
the country that the facilities 


“The problem should not be dif- 
ficult of solution by the War De-: 
partment. With all the forts, tents 
and other facilities they have and 
with a staff of army officers with 
plenty of time, and’ trained in 
handling groups, they could with 
moderate appropriations feed these 
boys and keep them in training as 
long as economic conditions make 
it necessary.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The sui- 
cide of Dr. Radovan Delitch, 
Serbian physician of Paris, who 
slipped away from the Christmas 
eve festivities aboard the liner Al- 
bert Ballin and hanged himself 
with a curtain cord, was disclosed 
today when the ship docked. 

Dr. Delitch, who was 44 years old, 
left a note saying that his wife had 
left him, that he was alone and had 
nothing to live for. He was buried 
at sea Dec. 29. 

Dr. Delitch’s former wife is Su- 
sanna Emery Delitch, known as 
“the Silver Queen.” Heir to a 
Utah silver mine, she gained her 
title from her lavish mode of living. 
She began divorce proceedings in 
Pasadena, Cal., last November, 
charging Dr. Delitch with abus- 
ing her in public and appearing 
untidy at meals. 

The doctor met her in Paris sev- 
eral years ago, and they were mar- 
ried in July, 1930. 

Her first husband was A. B. 
Emery, one-time Speaker of _ the 
Utah House of Representatives and 
co-founder of the Silver King mines. 
After his' death, she married Ed- 
win F. Holmes, owner of lumber 
interests at Oscoda, Mich. They 
lived at Pasadena. At the time of 
her marriage to Dr. Delitch in 
Paris, she was 71 years old, he 42. 


HINDENBURG IN INTERVIEW 
SAYS GERMANY WILL SURVIVE 


Declares Improvement Will Be 
Gradual; Counsels Patience 
and Courage.

BERLIN, Jan. 1. (Sunday.) — 
President Von Hindenburg, in a 
New Year’s interview published to- 
day, declared that “Germany will 
pull through.” 

“Our nation has accomplished so 
much it will pull through,” the 85- 
year-old soldier President  ex- 
claimed. His remarks were made 
to Rolf Brandt, well-known war 
correspondent, who reported the 
conversation in an article in the 
Berlin Lokal Anzeiger. 

“Things do not move so quickly 
as young folk think. One must have 
patience and courage. It will be 
gradual, but I believe that, with 
God, we will win if to ourselves 
we are true.” 

Brandt also quoted the Presi- 
dent>-as saying: 

“keep on saying ‘be united.’ 
Surely it is better for men of good 
“will to grasp one another’s hands 
than to shake their fists in one 
another’s faces. One must not love 
the fatherland on Sundays only. 
One must place the fatherland so 
high that one forgets himself.”

Judge Reeves Enjoins Mis- 
souri Equalization Board 
From Certifying Rise to 
the Counties.

SHARTEL AGREED 
TO ACCEPT RULING 


This Makes It Final, Though 
Governor, Brunk and 
Becker Knew Nothing 
of Stipulation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 51.— 


A final order was entered today by 
Judge Albert L. Reeves in Federal 
Court enjoining the State Board of 
Equalization from certifying the 10 


| per cent.increase in the valuation 


of Missouri railroads to counties 
for taxing purposes. The railroads 
will be assessed in 1932 at. the 1931 
valuation. The order is final, so 
far as the State is concerned, hav- 
ing been agreed to.in advance by 
Attorney-General Shartel in a for- 
mal stipulation. 

The litigation was the outgrowth 
of an attempt by the State Board 
of Equalization to adjust the tax 
burden.: The State Tax Commis- 
sion in September had certified to 
the Board of Equalization the same 
valuation for railroads as in 1931. 
The Equalization Board raised the 
railroad’s valuation 10 per cent and 
reduced the valuation of rural real 
estate, other than railroad -prop- 
erty, 14 per cent, and reduced per- 
sonal property, other than railroad, 
15 per cent. ' 

Alleging discrimination, the rail- 
roads sued in Federal Court at Jef- 
ferson City to enjoin the board 
from certifying the increase, and | 
obtained an order directing the 
board to certify valuations on the 
1931 basis. 

The railroad valuation was re- 
duced in 1930 from $270,000,000 to 


$243,000,000. The latter figure was 


certified this year by the State 
Tax Commission. 

When the State Board of Equal- 
ization met in September, Attorney- 
General Shartel, a member of the 
board, proposed that a further re- 
duction of 10 per cent. be made in 
railroad valuations, in view of 
the adjustments made in rural 
real estate, city -lots and per- 
sonal property. Shartel’s proposal 
was met by a counter - proposal 
from State Treasurer Larry Brunk, 
also a member, that the valuations 
be increased 10 per cent. That pro- 
posal carried on a vote. 

Shartel said here that L. Cun- 
ningham and Sid Roach, reteined 
as special counsel by him in “the 
case, “agreed the State Board could 
not support the increase and agreed 
with me the case should be settled.” 


‘They knew I was going to dis-ly 


pose of the litigation by consent- 
ing to the final order of the court,” 
Shartel addéd. 

He pointed out that railroad 
values have declined and no basis 
existed, in his belief, for increas- 
ing the taxable value by the board 
to $277,000,000. 

Shartel said that the State would 
have been confronted with the task 
of proving the higher valuation was 
justified and -that such proof 
would have involved a technical 
valuation of properties. ‘ 

The result of the order issued by 
Judge Reeves will be the certifi- 
cation of the $243,000,000 valuation 
for railroads. Twenty-five  rail- 
roads are affected. 

In arguments, attorneys: for the 
railroads, urged that the railroads 
and their property had declined in 
value as shown by income, bond 
and stock and property value. 


Gov. Caulfield, Brunk and Becker 
Didn’t Know of Stipulation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 31. — 
Gov. Caulfield said he was “very 


much surprised” when he learned 
that Attorney-General Shartel had 
signed a stipulation which made 
final Federal Judge Albert L. 
Reeves’ decision in the railroad 
valuation case. 

The Governor talked immediately 
with L. Cunningham, one of the at- 
torneys retained by Shartel to rep- 
resent the State, and Cunningham 
told him that he knew nothing 
about the stipulation. 

Sid Roach, former Congressman, 
also was retained by Shartel in the 
case. 

'“T had no knowledge whatever of 
the stipulation,” State Treasurer 
Larry Brunk said. “We wanted to 
hire our own- attorneys, but Shartel 
insisted on appointing his own.

validity. , 

The United Relief Campaign for 
$3,850,000, which began four weeks 
ago today, has resulted so far in 
pledges of $2,433,300, or 63 per cent 
of the goal. This, under the minute 
plan, would provide for the 82 par- 
ticipating agencies of the Com- 
munity Fund, Catholic Charities 
and Jewish Federation, until Aug.

These figures are for the city 
only. Totals for the county have 
not been computed. The relief 
agencies included are the Provi- 
dent Association, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Red Cross, Salvation 
Army, Bureau for Homeless Men, 
Bureau for Women, and Jewish 
Social Service Bureau. 

The Reeonstruction Finance Cor- 
poration advance which has been 
approved by the corporation and by 
Gov.

NIMES BOYS KILL 
FUGITIVE SLAYER 


WHO SHOT SISTER 


Woman Sends Word to 
Brothers in Prison After 
Luring Former Admirer 
Into Death Trap. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEMINOLE, Ok., Dec. 31— 
George Noland, escaped life-term 
Oklahoma convict, was shot to 
death here today in the house at 
the edge of town where he had 
been living in hiding with Nellie 


Kimes. 

Officers say he was killed by the 
woman’s brothers, Matt and George 
Kimes, notorious outlaws and con- 
victs on leave from the State peni- 
tentiary at the time. 

Details are lacking but officers 
believe Nellie Kimes lured Noland 
to his death for revenge. 

She and Noland had lived togeth- 
er for some time when Noland was 
convicted of murder and sent to 
prison for life from Osage County 
in 1926. He broke out of prison 
last May. Soon thereafter Nellie 
Kimes was shot in the face, presum- 
ably by Noland; although she never 
said so, so far as officers know. 

The theory is that Nellie Kimes, 
for revenge, re-established contact 
with Noland, pretended to renew 
old relations with him, then got 
word to her two brothers in the 
State prison. At any rate, the 
Kimes brothers obtained Christmas 
‘leave from the prison to visit their 
sister at Anadarko, Ok. They were 
on their way back to prison, escort- 
ed by two guards, when their sister 
led them to the house where No- 
land was. 

Apparently Noland reached for his 
weapons, but had no chance to use 
them. He was riddled with pistol 
bullets and sawed-off shotgun 
charges. 

After the shooting, the prison 
guards, W. C. Turner and Atwood 
Thompson, notified Warden Sam 
Brown at the prison by telephone: 
“We have a dead convict over here 
for you.” 

Brown said he received no further 
details.

KILLS ONE OF 


William Glatstein, Whose 
Father Was Slain Two 
Years Ago by Negro 
Thief, Shoots Another to 
Death in Grocery. 


WENT TO STORE 
TO BORROW COAL 


Second Man Escapes After 
Attempted Robbery at 
2800 Dickson St.—Fur 
Broker Has Carried Pis- 
tol Since Parent’s Death. 


William Glatstein, 4648A Vernon 
avenue, whose father was killed by 
a Negro robber more. than two 
years ago, found two Negroes rob- 
bing a grocery at 2800 Dickson 
street last evening and shot and 
killed one of them. The other es- 
caped. 

The robber, who died in City 
Hospital No. 2, was listed at the 
hospital as Percy Barth, 19 years 
old, of 1408 North Fourteenth 
street. He was shot in the right 
breast and the spine. The police 
say he admitted his part in the 
robbery and named his companion. 

Glatstein, 32, a fur broker, is the 
son of Mandel Glatstein, who was 
tkilled in a holdup at 1400 North 
Fourteenth street the night of Oct. 
26, 1930. Three Negroes were tried 
for the crime, one of whom was 
sentenced to life 
while two were acquitted. 

“After the killing of my father,” 
Glatstein said last night, “I de- 
cided I needed protection, as I was 
carrying quite a little cash at times 
in my business, so I took out a 
private watchman’s license, and 
have carried a revolver since. 


Finds Holdup in Progress. 

“Last evening I was helping at 
the butcher shop of my uncle, Har- 
ry Glatstein, 1231 North Leffing- 
well avenue. My uncle ran out of 
coal, and I went to Abe Fine’s gro- 
cery store on Dickson street about 
5 o'clock to borrow a bucket of 
coal. I was carrying the empty 
bucket, and I got inside the side 
door of the store, on Leffingwell 
avenue, before I saw that the place 
was being held up. Fine and three 


customers were there, and two Ne. 


groes were robbing the place. 

“One of the robbers called to me 
to ‘stick ’em up.’ I backed out of 
the door, dropped the bucket and 
reached for my revolver. The one 
who had called to me came out of 
the door, and said ‘come back in 
here, you — —.’ Then I let him have 
it, twice. 

“He fell, and I ran around on the 
sidewalk to the front door on Dick- 
son street. I saw a nian running 
west, and started after him, but a 
Negro near me ducked behind a 
parked car and said, ‘don’t shoot 
me, I wasn’t in there.’ I stopped 
long enough to look at him and see 
that he wasn’t the other robber, 
then I ran to_an alley and fired a 
shot at the man who was 
away, but don’t think I hit him.” 

Make-Believe Pistol. 

The wounded robber was found 
to be carrying a cigarette case 
shaped like an automatic pistol, 
which he had used as a pretended 
weapon. The other robber, so far 
as seén by those in the store, had 
no pistol. 

The two, on entering the place, 
had asked Fine for some neck 
chops, then one of them, display- 
ing the make-believe pistol, had 
told him to put up his hands. Just 
before Glatstein appeared, they 
had taken $6 or $7 from two cash,

LYNCHINGS SHOW A DECREASE 
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Eight in 1932 in Eight States, Five 
Fewer Than in 1931.

eight persons lynched in 1932. This 
is five fewer than the number 13 
for 1931.

Monoxide Victim, Nearly 
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By Use of Dye 


California Man Revived by Methylene Blue 
and Artificial Respiration When Too 
Late for Latter Alone. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 31. — 
Allen D. Mabry, 54 years old. sales- 
man, closed the garage doors last 
night and sought death by carbon 
monoxide, and after it was too late 
for artificial respiration alone to 
save him, he was rushed wunc6n- 
— to an emergency hospital and 
evived by the use of injections of 
methylene blue dye and artificial 
respiration. 

“Mabry could not have lived 
without the methylene blue,” said 
Dr. R. J. Millzner today. “He 
probably would have been dead 
within an hour. Respiration had 
ceased; his pulse was very weak, 
his body was rigid, and he was in 
a slight convulsion.” Today the 
hospital report showed Mabry’s 
condition “better than fair.” His 
temperature was higher than nor- 
mal, but his pulse was 80 and his 
respiration 22. ' 


“He is slightly irrational, and 
seems to have no recollection of 
the events of the past two days,” 
said Dr. Millzner. Other doctors 
explained that in carbon monoxide 
poisoning the brain cells frequent- 
ly are damaged. “But they have 
great powers of regeneration,” Dr. 
Millizner explained. “Mabry is dis- 
playing very much the samé symp- 
toms as a man with a skull frac- 
ture.” !

Methylene blue has been used 
successfully here in treating cyan- 
ide poisoning. It was first sug- 
gested by Dr. M. M. Brooks, wom-

an research fellow at the Univer- 
sity of California, and tested in 
laboratories under a request from 
Dr. J. C. Geiger, San Francisco di- 
rector of Public Health, who 
summed up the results Der. 3 in 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

While carbon monoxide and cy- 
anide are entirely differtn sorte of 
poisons, it was explained today by

Unless Remittance Was In Mail . 4 
by Last Midnight, Penalty 
Is 1 Pct: Month. 


Payment of 1932 city, State and 
school taxes without penalty ended 
with the closing of the City Col- 
lector’s office at 5 o'clock last eve- 
ning, except for those whose remit- 
tances were sent by mail, with post- 
mark before midnight Dec. 31. The 
Collector’s office will remain closed 
to the public until Tuesday morn- 
ing. Penalty on delinquent bills 
will be 1 per cent a month. 

Yesterday's receipts were not an- 
nounced last night, but it was esti- 
mated during the day that they 
would be about $6,000,000. The Ter- 
minal Railroad Association’s check 
for $547,777.20 was received yester- 
day. Another large last-day payer 
is usually the Public Service Co., 
but its payment has been deferred 
because of. a dispute over the 
amount, the city claiming $552,260 
and the company being willing to 
pay $441,608. 

Collections up to yesterday morn- 
ing were $14,153,321, or 434 per 
cent of the tax levy of $32,648,686. 
At the corresponding time in 1931 
collections were $18,120,164, or 50 
per cent of the $35,916,235 levy. 

Some taxpayers have made their 
payments in the last few days in 
paper money of large size, use of 
which was discontinued in July, 
1929, and which quickly thereafter 
disappeared from general circula- 
tion. Collector Koeln believes the 
old bills, of which $10,000 to $12,- 
000 a day have been received at his 
office lately, point to hoarding of 
cash. More small tax payments are 
being made in currency, and fewer 
by check, than in previous years. 
As in past years, some taxpayers 
of foreign descent take apparent 
pride in making their payments in 
gold.

$300,000 Left Officially, but $250,000

32 biennium today with an official 
balance of $300,724.28. The actual 
balance, however, is only about $50,- 
000, since about $250,000 in bills 
properly chargeable to this admin- 
istration were carried over, when a 
deficit appeared probable several 
months ago.

$1,600,000 ROAD BUILDING

Tentative Plans of State.Call for 
Separation of Grades at Two 
Linrbergh Boulevard Crossings. 


Announcement of a tentative $1,- 
600,000 program of road and bridge 
construction in St. Louis County 
in 1933, including separation of 
grades at two crossings of Lind- 
bergh boulevard, has been made by 
the State Highway Department.

Gravois road (No. 30), from Weber 
road to Meramec ver at Fenton;

Charles road (No. 40-61), from 
Lindbergh boulevard to Natural 
Bridge road; Manchester road (No.

“We Must Reverse Economic Lever 
or Roll-on to Despotism by 
Revolution.”

CITY TAX ON STORED GASOLINE 
UPHELD BY SUPREME COURT 


State Bench Rules Against People’s 
Motorbus Co. in Test 
Case 


Special to the Post-Dispaten. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 31.— 
Provisions of the gasoline tax or- 
dinance of St. Louis, which impose 
a tax of one cent a gallon on all 
gasoline or other motor fuels stored 
by individuals, firms or corpora- 
tions, in excess of 10 gallons, were 
declared constitutional today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc, in a test case filed by the 
People’s Motorbus Co. of St. Louis. 
A provisional rule of prohibition 
previously issued by the Court, re- 
straining the St. Louis Police Court 
from proceeding with a case in 
which the bus company was 
charged with violating the ordi- 
nance, by refusing to pay the tax 
or file required reports on the 
amount of gasoline stored, was dis- 
missed by the Supreme Court. 
Judge William F. Frank, whé 
wrote the opinion, held the storage 
license tax was an excise tax on 
the privilege of storing gasoline, 
and was not an occupation tax, as 
contended by the company.

The St. Louis County Court, two 
of whose three Republican mem- 
bers ended their terms yesterday, 
appointed five Justices of the Peace 
in three townships last week. 


The new appointees, who will 
serve until the next general elec- 
tion in November, 1934, are Luman 
F. Mathews of Overland and Jo- 
seph La Bonde of University City, 
for Central Township; Robert S. 
Hamilton, Negro, of Kinloch, and 
Emery W. Chase of Ferguson, for 
St. Ferdinand Township and Aris- 
totle G. Jannopoulo of Webster 
Groves, for Carondelet Township. 

Mathews was the unsuccessful 
Republican nominee for an unex- 
pired term of Justice of the Peace 
in the general election Nov. 8 and 
La Bonde was defeated for the Re- 
publican nomination for the same 
office last August. Chase is a for- 
mer Justice of the Peace in Fer- 
guson. Jannopoulo will hold court 
in Glendale. 

The law permits the County 
Court to appoint Justices in addi- 
tion to those elected, provided they 
hold court at least five miles from 
any other Justice. Four Justices 
are elected in Central Township 
and two apiece in St. Ferdinand, 
Carondelet, Bonhomme and Mera- 
mec Townships. The four in Cen- 
tral receive $2000 a year salary and 
all others, whether appointed or 
elected, operate on a fee basis. Un- 
til the County Court action during 
the past week, there were no Jus- 
tices serving in the county by ap- 
pointment.

Collector Koeln, in the 
city, Sas told Stanley Clarke, presi- 
dent of the transportation com- 
pany, that he would have to file 
suit for the taxes next Tuesday, if 
full paymgnt was not made by yes- 
terday. Whether Koeln will sue

On Friday the company proferred 


to Koeln and to Coiuector Benson, 
in the county, checks for a total of 
$525,464.12, or about four-fifths of 
the amount of the tax bills, which 
are for $657,079.55. The Collectors 
refused to accept, since they are al- 
lowed to take only the full amounts 
of bills. Taxes remaining unpaid 
after yesterday are delinquent, sub- 
ject to a penalty of 1 per cent a 
month.

How Miss Anne Malloy, Chicago 
social worker and former St. Louis- 
an, refused to file a $100,000 claim 
against the estate of Nathan Frank, 
capitalist and former Congress- 
man, is related in a_ deposition 
‘filed yesterday in the $500,000 sui 
of Mrs. Ann Hamilton against the 


estate. 
Miss Malloy testified that in 


June, 1931, two months after 
Frank’s death, she was approached 


by Leslie V. Freeman, St. Louis 
real estate man, and Jacob M. Feig- 
engaum, Mrs. Hamilton’s St. Louis 
attorney, regarding a supposed 
$100,000 “inheritance” from the 
Frank estate. On meeting them at 
the Morrison Hotel in Chicago, 
after a telephone conversation, she 
said she was told that Frank had 
left no will but that she migh 
have a claim against the estate. 
Freeman and Feigenbaum said 
they were leaving for St. Louis 
that night, she testified, and ad- 
vised her to come here to see them. 
Telephoned Mrs- Greenhaill. 

At that time, she said, they men 
tioned that “some other woman’ 
apparently had a $500,000 claim. 
“T thought it peculiar if a man 
like. Mr. Frank had left no will,” 
Miss Malloy said, “so after I left 
‘them, I called Mrs. Grace Green- 
hall in St. Louis.” 

Mrs. Greenhal!, a niece of Frank, 
is one of three principal heirs to 
his $4,000,000 estate under the will. 
Having been a stenographer for the 
St. Louis Star at the time Frank 
was its publisher—more than 25 
years ago—Miss Malloy said she 
was acquainted with his relatives. 

Learning that Frank had left a 
will and that she was not men 
tioned, Miss Malloy said she came 
to St. Louis. Freeman was on 2 
vacation trip and his office girl di 
rected her to see Feigenbaum. 

In reply to Feigenbaum at the 
time the deposition was taken, she 
said, “I told you. then that if there 
was anything in the will for me, I 
wanted it, but that if there wasn't, 
I wouldn't file a claim for the whole 
estate.” 

She denied flatly there had bedn 
“anything unusual” in her emplo 
ment at the Star while Frank w 
publisher. 

* Read Copy of Will. 

After leaving. Feigenbaum’s of- 
fice, Miss Malloy said she went to 
see the executors of the estate and 
read a copy of the will. She said 
she had been embarrassed because 
friends in Chicago had heard of the 
supposed $100,000 bequest and 
thought she had “a great deal of 
money.” “To this day they think I 
have,” she added. 

Miss Malloy said she had known 
Mrs. Hamilton, a former manicur 
in Chicago, for 10 years. Last Fet 
ruary, she said she and Mrs. Ham 
ilton discussed their claims against 
the Frank estate. 

She quoted Mrs. Hamilton as say 
ing Freeman had solicited her cas 
and that Feigenbaum had visited 
her. She said Mrs. Hamilton told 


her, “You know Mr. Frank's secre 
tary took his personal letters ou 
of the office. Some are yours and 
some are mine, but I had a little bi 
more than letters.” 

Questions About Papers. 
Victor Packman, former law : 
sociate of Frank and an attorne 
for the estate, questioned man 
witnesses about Frank's personal 
Papers. According to Packman 
Frank’s confidential secretary, Mis 
Estelle Sensenbrenner, 7222 Wise 
venue, took a suit case of pa 
Pers from the office a short time 
before the capitalist died, to destre 
them under Frank’s orders. Th 
suit case, memorandums and da 
on business property were later 
turned over to the executors. Mis 
Sensenbrenner has refused to d 
cuss the incident.

Frank promised to make her 
executor and failed to do so. 2

NUUSEVELT PUTS 
VIEWS ON WALKER 
NEARING IN RECORD 


Insists in Sharply Worded 
Comment Mayor’s Acts in 
Previous Term Were Sub- 
ject to Scrutiny. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 31.—Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt, before retiring 
today, as Governor of New York, 
wrote into the State records his 
commentary on last summer’s ous- 
ter hearing which preceded the 
resignation of former Mayor Walk- 
jer of New York City. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s reply to defense 
counsel and to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Ellis J. Staley, a Republican 
jurist, was written into a memoran- 
dum filed with Attorney-General 
John J. Bennett Jr. Roosevelt used 
44 pages to answer John J. Curtin, 
Walker attorney, and Justice Sta- 
ley, whom Walker’s counsel had 
petitioned to halt the gubernatorial 
proceedings. 

The Walker hearing, which began 
early in August and ended in Sep- 
tember with the Mayor’s resigna- 
tion, became an issue of the presi- 
dential campaign, particularly in 
sections favorable and unfavorable 
to Tammany Hall. 

Establishing a Precedent. 
| Mr. Roosevelt expressed the hope 
that’ his commentary on the Walk- 
er hearing would establish a 
precedent for future executives 
should they be called upon to hear 
charges against public officials. 

Answering Walker’s contention 
that the State’s chief execu- 
tive could not judge acts of a 
prior term, Mr. Roosevelt declared 
the claim “not only wrong in prin- 
ciple, but based upon an assump- 
tion too violent to afford it any 
support.”

HE 140,000,000 radio listeners

000 in the sets they use. Fully half 
of the world audience is in the 
United States. That these firures 
are conservative is attested by the

I do not pretend that it is easy 
always to be in a position to judge 
where every man is when the ball 
is played. Every referee must rely 
a good deal. upon common sense, 
and no more so than in ruling upon 
offside. Let us take a case _ in 
point. 

You, the referee, have your back 
to the goal of Blues. A Red man 
kicks the ball up the field, and, 
when you turn round, the Red cen- 
ter forward is just in an offside 
position as he takes the ball. He 
is running forward towards goal, 
while Blues’: back is running to- 
wards you appealing for offside. It 
is true that the Red man is offside 
when he takes the ball, but would 
you give offside? Remember, you 
have to guess a lot, and argue the 
point for yourself.

I may mention that this case is

It has been clearly laid down that 
a player who is not interfering with 
the play cannot be offside. That 
means, if a man is offside, and an- 
other player scores a goal, you must 
be very careful about disallowing 
that goal. I have seen incidents 
where a referee has disallowed , 
goal, though the man who was off- 
side was 40 yards away out on the 
wing, and standing still doing 
nothing. That, of course, was 
wrong. 

A player is not interfering with 
the play if he might get the ball. 
What might happen does not count. 
Tf he stands still, and makes no 
effort to interfere, all is well. But 
I want to qualify that by telling 
you how he can come into the play 
though he personally does nothing. 
If one of his colleagues pretends 
to. pass to him, and by so pretend- 
ing deceives the opposing defense, 
then it is offside. The opposing 
flefense have been beaten by use 
of a man who is offside. 

I cannot, of course, give you all 
the possible occasions that may 
arise. What you must do is to de- 
cide whether the player concerned 
is in any way likely to assist in 
the defeat of the opposing defense. 


they could line up 10 yards in front 
of the ball. It was not a penalty 
kick. The point to note here is 
that the referee must tell the play- 
ers if he is asked what is his rul- 
ing, but he is not expected to in- 
form them. They are supposed to 
know the rules. 

You could, of course, solve that 
problem if you knew the rules, but 
this week’s is a brand new prob- 
lem, and I doubt if you will see 
through it. Blue goalkeeper fists 
a ball out of his goal. It goes to 
Red center forward who has no 
other opponent between him and 
the goal.

No-Draft Bodies, 77 H. P., 
Fast, Quiet Second, Rubber 
Insulation at 37 Points. 


With new bodies, a new chassis 
and an entirely new straight eight 
motor of advanced design, the 1933 
Pontiac, a big, fast 77-horsepower 
car, is being shown here as Gen- 


price field. Prices start at $585 at 
factory. 

With wide, roomy bodies by 
Fisher, deeply valanced fenders 
and low center of gravity, the new 
Pontiac has the size and weight for 
safe and comfortable travel at all 
speeds. Fully equipped, the four- 
door sedan weighs 3265 pounds. 
Other body models include the 
standard two-door sedan, the busi- 
ness coupe, a two-door five-passen- 


roadster, sport coupe and convert- 
ible coupe. Wheel tread, both front 
and rear, is nearly five feet wide. 
Full balloon, 5:50-inch tires. are 
mounted on 17-inch wire wheels. 
Slanted, fixed windshields are of 
super-safety glass. All bodies have 
the new Fisher development—no- 
draft ventilation, individually con- 
trolled. In each front door, the 
safety glass forward section of a 
two-panel window may be adjusted 
to provide a gentle, constant cir- 
culation of air. . 


Mechanical Details. 


A cowl ventilator allows direct 
air circulation across the floor of 
the driving compartment ‘in hot 
weather. ¢ , 

The engine has a cylinder dis- 
placement of 223.4 cubic-inches and 
compression of 128 pounds to the 
square inch. 

Cast as a unit with the crank- 
case, and ribbed both vertically and 
horizontally for -greater strength, 
the motor is cushion-mounted on 
five thick pads of rubber com- 
pound. Precisely balanced in every 
moving part, its smoothness is 
guarded further by an improved 
harmonic balancer at the forward 
end of the rigid 7l-pound crank- 
shaft. Connecting rods and the 
electro-plated pistons, Which carry 
three compression rings and one oil 
ring, are balanced in production to 
a plus or minus limit of half the 
weight of a cent. 

An almost “square” ratio of bore 
to stroke—3 3-16 by 3% inches—re- 
sults in extremely’ short. piston 
travel with consequent reduction 
in the internal stresses of opera- 
tion. 

Full pressure lubrication is pro- 
vided to every motor bearing. A 
pressure-suction crankcase ventila- 
tion system carries away the fumes 
of combustion. before their water 
content can condense and dilute 
the oil. 


Cooling and Fuel Systems. 


The cooling system includes a 
newly-developed cold water “pipe 
line” extending the length of the 
motor block. Through this “pipe 
line” water of uniformly cool tem- 
perature is pumped direct to each 
exhaust valve. A thermostat cuts 
off radiator circulation during the 
warm-up period, while a by-pass 
valve permits recirculation within 
the motor to prevent formation of 
hot or cold spots. 

Water passages also cool the in- 
take valves and separate the cylin- 
der barrels down to a point below’ 
the limit of piston travel. At a 
road speed of only 25 miles the 
pump circulates 1200 gallons of wa- 
ter per minute. 

The cooling system retains Pon- 
tiac’s exclusive cross-flow radiator 
but with an all-copper core of new 
design presenting a frontal area of 
388 square inches. ‘Through this 
cross-flow design, a Pontiac radia- 
tor traps the vapors of water or 
anti-freeze solutions, condenses 
them and returns them to circula- 
tion in liquid form. 

A méchanical AC pump draws 
fuel from an 18-gallon tank con- 
cealed at the rear. The fuel is fil- 
tered and metered through a three- 
jet down-draft carburetor which 
has two smaller jets in an economy 
range extending up to a 65-mile 
road speed, when the larger third 
jet is opened for maximum power 
and speed. A pneumatic accelerat- 
ing pump enriches the vapor mix- 
ture over a period of several sec- 
onds to provide the punch neces- 
sary for fast pickup. . 

The fuel mixture is preheated by 
exhaust gas to a temperature main- 
tained uniformly at all seasons by 
a built-in thermostat. 


Fast in Second Gear. 


Transmission is through a 10- 
inch, nine-spring clutch, an im- 
proved syncromesh transmission 
with silent second gear, and a bal- 
anced tubular drive shaft in «a 
sealed torque tube. With a second 
gear ratio of 1.7 to one, the car 
is fast in second. 

The 12-inch mechanical brakes 
are of the two-shoe servo type. The 
parking brake connects with the 
regular service brakes on all four 
wheels. The taper roller bearing 
steering gear has a ratio of 14 to 1. 
The 17-inch steering wheel is of 
steel-reinforced rubber with finger 
grips. 

The long springs—36 inches in 
front and 54 inches rear—are_ of 
chrome vanadium steel. Lubrication 
is retained by spring covers. Spring 
action is softened by Lovejoy hy- 
draulic shock absorbers with rub- 
ber-bushed attaching links. The big, 
double-drop channel-steel frame 
with six heavy cross members is 
5% inches deep by 2% inches wide. 
Rubber insulation of springs from 
frame and frame from body con- 
tributes effectively toward both si- 
lence and comfort. Insulation of 
this,type is used at 37 points in 
the car. Even the radiator and 
front fenders, mounted as a unit 
on a single supporting member, are 
attached through rubber to the 
front cross member.

Sudden Accelerating 
And Stopping Proved 
Hard on Auto Tires 


The fast in and out driver who 
délights in sudden bursts of speed 


and sudden stops, cannot expect to 
get as much mileage from his tires 
as the motorist who drives his car 
safely and sanely. 

This is the warning of tire engi- 
neers of the United States Rubber 
Co., who make every conceivable 
test to determine what a tire will 
stand and to learn how to make it 
stand more. 

To learn the effect of frequent 
starting and stopping, when prop- 
erly done, engineer drove 35 miles 
an hour and brought it to’ a dead 
stop every quarter of a mile, with- 
out sliding the wheels but as quick- 
ly as possible. They then. imme- 
diately accelerated to 35 miles an 
hour. After only 108 miles of driv- 
ing in this manner, they found that 
half of the tread design was worn 
away. 

The test represented normal 
driving and not the zip-bang style 
of the in-and-outer. One can well 
imagine the wear that this latter 
type of driver would impose on his 
tires, to say nothing of the strain 
on his cax. 

If a driver wishes to increase the 
life of his tires, he should bring his 
car to as easy a stop as possible 
and in starting, should accelerate 
gradually. This manner of driv- 
ing will make a set of tires last 
much longer.

Free From Accidents 


How and Why ‘Million Jack’ 
Graham Avoids Them De- 
spite His High Mileage. 


Nine huhdted thousand miles of 
automobile travel without scratch- 
ing a fender is the record of John 
Graham of Chicago, known 
throughout the country as an apos- 
tle of careful driving. 

Graham, who is called “Million 
Jack Graham,” not because he is 
within striking distance of 1,000,- 
000 miles of travel, but because of 
the Illinois State license number 
1,000,000 which appeared on his 
roadster on the day his records 
showed 900,000 miles of traveling, 
says he attributes his ability to 
keep out of accidents to the use of 


-“ordinary common sense.” 


“First of all,” he says, “I keep 
my car in first-class mechanical 


condition. My brakes always work. 
My tires are always in the pink of 
condition, and I am never wonder- 
ing if I may have a blowout. 

“Secondly, I obey the rules of 
the road. I never pass a car on a 
hill; I take curves slowly, never 
pass a car on a curve, and I keep 
over on my side of the road. 

“Thirdly, I stop at railroad cross- 
ings, and at all other spots that 
may be dangerous. 

Finally, although I cover great 
distances, I am never out to hang 
up any speed records. I do not use 
the accelerator in the open country. 
I simply set the throttle at the 
speed I intend to travel and let it 
Stay there. Steady pounding at a 
uniform speed brings one to his 
destination quicker than the erratic 
driving which indulges in sudden 
bursts of speed combined with in- 
termittent slowing down.” 

The accident-prevention depart- 
ment of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California says that 23.9 
per cent of fatal highway accidents 
are the result of driving off the 
road, which may be attributed to 
lack of attention; 14.7 per cent are 
owing to excessive speeds; 11.7 per 
cent are caused by failure to ob- 
serve the right-of-way laws; 9.7 
per cent are the result of careless 
driving; 8.7 per cent of the motor- 
ists throughout the country in- 
volved in accidents were on the 
wrong side of the re.:ds; 7.8 per 
cent resulted from improper pass 
ing, turning and signalling; 6.6 per 
cent resulted from skids, and 17 
per cent were from miscellaneous 
causes such as accidents at railroad 
intersections. 

This compilation does not indi- 
cate the acts of the pedestrians 
who are involved in some of these

Ten new industries and 16 ex- 
pansions of existing industries in 
the St. Louts industrial district. are 
reported for November by the In- 
dustrial Club. 

_ These new industries and expan- 
sions represent an increased in- 
vestment of $1,166,000, the largest 
capital outlay reported since No- 


vember of 1930. Seven thousand 
square feet of new floor space was 
constructed, 171,550 square feet of 
existing space absorbed, and em- 
ployment was afforded to 171 work- 
ers. : 

Three of the expansions reported 
will add new kinds of products to 
the district’s output. The Hammer 
Dry Plate Co., 3533 Ohio avenue, 
manufacturer of photographic 
plates, is expanding into the manu- 
facture of photographic films for 
both professional and commereial 
use. The company has _ installed 
$60,000 worth of air washers and 
film-coating machinery and is re- 
occupying 16,000 square feet of 
floor space unused for the past few 
years.

REALTY GROUP FINSHES 
INSTALLMENT TAX BIL 


St. Louis Exchange Backs Plan 
far Monthly Payments of 
General Property Levies. 


The legislative committee of the 
St. Louis Real Estate Exchange has 
completed the installment tax mea- 
sure which it will seek to have 
passed by the Missouri Legislature 
at its coming session. The bill will 
permit general property taxes to be 
paid in monthly installments, with 
a discount of % of 1 per cent for 
each month of pre-payment, and“ 


will reduce the penalty for de- 
linquency from the present 1 per 
cent a month to % of 1 per cent 
a month, without the present addi- 
tional penalties or attorney's fee in 
case of suit. 

The Exchange committee believes 
the proposed new system will bring 
about a lessening of tax delinquen- 
cy, and will distribute the work of 
collection through the year. The 
present 2 per cent additional pen- 
alty on bills remaining delinquent 
March 1, and the 5 per cent charge 
in cases where suit is filed, are de- 
clared to be unnecessary charges, 
The first, the committee holds, 
should be covered by the Collec- 
tor’s regular commissions; the sec- 
ond should be obviated by having 
the City Counselor's office file the 
suits, now filed by the Collector’s 
attorney, 


A proposal to amend the State 
Constitution also will be submitted 
to the Legislature at the instance 
of the Real Estate Exchange. The 
proposed amendment will provide 
for classification of property for 
purposes of taxation, so as to per- 
mit a subsequent Legislature to en- 
act legislation for a mortgage re- 
cording tax. Such a measure was |; 
passed by the 1921 Legislature, and | 
was declared unconstitutional. The © 
amendment would provide also for 
licensing by the State of real estate 
agents and brokers and their sales- 
men; and for laws to afford greater 
protection to the public against the 
possibility of fraud in real estate 
transactions.

Alexandre Tansman is but 35 
years old. He was but 22 when, 
having completed his service in the 
Polish army, he went to Paris, an 
unknown. Golschmann was one of 
the first to welcome him, and he 
became a member of a musical 
coterie which included the St. Louis 
conductor, the composers Maurice 
Ravel, Florent Schmitt, Albert 
Roussel and Georges Migot. Later 
he was affiliated with the Groupe 
des Six. His recognition by the 
world of music was rapid. In 
1927-28 and again in 1928-’29, he 
toured America. 

Although he writes in the mod- 
ern manner, Tansman is essential- 
ly a Pole and his music is dominat- 
ed by a Polish characteristic—its 
essential melody. Indeed, he had 
achieved a national position in his 
native land before he entered the 
polyglot musical center of Paris. In 
the course of the war he submitted 
under two pseudonyms two compo- 
sitions in a Polish national compe- 
tition. He was still in uniform and 
with the troops when he received 
the announcement that one of those 
works won first; the second, second 
prize, in the anonymous competi- 
tion.

LINCOLN, NEB., BANK, ROBBED OF 
$2,500,000, PAYS ALL DEBTS 


Payment of Note for More Than 
$2,250,000 Completed by Its 
Liquidating Agent. 

By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 31—The 
Lincoln National Bank & Trust 
Co., robbed of $2,500,000 in cash 
and’ securities Sept. 7, 1930, and 
later closed, today had paid all its 
obligations. 

Payment of a note for more than 
$2,250,000 was completed by its 
liquidating agent, W. H. Rhodes. 

The final installment was $24,- 
000 on a note given to another Lin- 
coln ‘bank to assure payment: in 
full to depositors of the robbed in- 
stitution. The neighboring bank, 
the Continental National, after re- 
ceiving the note signed by officers 
and directors of the Lincoln Na- 
tional, took over all its accounts, 

After paying the note, Rhodes 
said there remain sufficient assets 
to assure a “good” dividend to 
shareholders later. 

About a year ago officers recov- 
ered in Chicago about $600,000 worth 
of securities which were stolen in 
the robbery two years ago when 
gunmen looted the bank while a 
machine gunner stood guard on 
the corner.

CAN'T GIVE THEIR MILK AWAY 


Nebraska Farmers Strike, Say 
They Get 1.67c a Quart. 
By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 31—With 
a milk strike declared, Lincoln 
producers learned today they can- 
not even give their milk away un- 
less they pasteurize it. Five hun- 
dred members of the Lincoln Non- 
Stock Co-operative Milk Porducers 
Association, demanding contracts 
and higher prices, voted to sell no 
milk to local distributors at pres- 
ent rates after today. To supply 
Lincoln consumers they planned 
free milk stations. 

Then the City Attorney announc- 
ed distribution of unpasteurized 
milk was illegal and subject to a 
$100 fine. Producers have no pas- 
teurization plant. Milk sells for 
7 cents a quart retail. Producers 
receive 30 cents, 25 cents and Chi- 
cago market prices for a hundred- 
weight of butterfat for various 
classes of milk. They want 40 
cents, 35 cents and 2 or 8 cents 
above Chicago prices. At present 
prices they estimate farmers get 
about 1.67 cents a quart.

SENATOR NORBECK CRITICISED 
IN $38,000,000 CREDIT DEFICIT 


South Dakota Attorney-General 
Reports Rural Loan Fund 
Was “Politically Infected.” 

By the Associated Press. 

PIERRE, 8S. D., Dec. 31. —Fail- 
ure of the rural credit system in 
South Dakota now being liquidated 
at an estimated $38,000,000 loss to 
taxpayers was attributed primarily 
by Attorney-General M. Q. Sharpe 
today to the administrations of 
Gov. Peter Norbeck and W. H. Mc- 
Master. 

In a report of an investigation 
of the credit system he charged 
they were the “most politically-in- 
fected and generally mishandled 
administrations of public trust in 
the entire history of the State.” 
Sharpe’s report criticised Norbeck 
and McMaster for “hoodwinking 
the general public” from 1917 to 
1925. | 

Norbeck, now completing his sec- 
ond term as United States Senator, 
was re-elected in November to a 
third term. McMaster served one 
term as Senator. 

Sharpe said “in fairness to the 
Norbeck and McMaster adminis- 
trations” that no rural credit en- 
terprise could have been started at 
a more inopportune time than the 
years 1917, 1918 and 1919, when 
land values and agricultural prices 
reached their peak. 

The Attorney-General said, “the 
principal causes were political in- 
fection, catering too much to vote- 
getting policies, and cheap, shal- 
low, superficial statesmanship.” 

The Attorney-General predicted 
that only about $19,700,000 would 
be realized from resources with a 
cost value of $36,000,000. Bonds 
and interest to be paid total $58,- 
000,000. . 

The audit conducted by Sharpe 
disclosed, he said, that the failure 
is not due to any criminal larceny 
nor embezzlement by any one con- 
nected with the department. The 
report listed five instances where 
Norbeck borrowed large sums of 
money from banks after rural 
credit money had been deposited 
in the banks.

The Supreme Court did not hand 
down any opinion in issuing the 
prohibition writ today. In apply- 
ing for the writ the voting trustees 
for the Laclede company charged 
that the St. Louis Circuit Court 
was without jurisdiction, that they 
had not been legally served with 
notice of the suit, and that the 
stock involved, now held by com- 
panies affiliated with Union Elec- 
tric through; the North American 
Co., a holding company, was. not 
legally held. 

Proxies for the 26 per cent of the 
stock were voted for Egan, for a 
directorship, at a Laclede _ stock- 
holders meeting last March. The 
voting trustees threw out this vote, 
on the ground the stock was illegal- 
ly held. 

This case is one of several 
phases of an attempt by the Union 
~ Electric to take over and hold vot- 

ing trust certificates for 26 per cent 
of the stock of the Laclede Power 
and Light Co., all of whose ourt- 
standing stock is under a voting 
trust agreement. The block of 
stock in question, under the cumu- 
lative voting plan, would enable 
the Union Electric to put one di- 
rector on the Laclede’s board. The 
Laclede company is fighting the 
move, charging that it is designed 
to destroy the Laclede. 

Cole County Circuit Court here 
yesterday affirmed an order of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, denying the Union Electric 
authority to take over and hold 
the 26 per cent of Laclede’s stock 
on the ground it would be adverse 
to the public interest. The com- 

- mission order was made under a 

law requiring the commission’s 
consent before an electric utility 
may buy and hold any of the stock 
of another electric utility in Mis- 
sourl. The Union Electric will ap- 
peal this case to the Supreme 
Court.

Judge Rutledge Honored. 
Judge Rutledge was the recipient 
6f a printed testimonial praising his 
service, which was read in his 
court yesterday by Charles P. Noell 
in the presence of a group of about 
25 lawyers who had assembled to 
‘pay their respects to the retiring 
jurist. The bench was banked with 
flowers, which caused Judge Rut- 
ledge ta remark: “I am going off 
the bench, but from the appearance 
of things it would seem that I am 
going on.” 

He thanked the attorneys for. the/ 
testimonial and added that in leav- 
ing the bench he had the conscious- 
ness of having earned his salary. 
“T think all public officials,” he con- 
tinued, “should feel in duty bound 
to give what they call a day’s work 
for a day’s pay, and I have that 
feeling in my heart that I have 
fully earned the salary which the 
law provides for this office. I re- 
‘gret very much leaving the bench 
because I find and believe that 
here is one of the best opportuni- 
ties for public service. That is a 
thing perhaps few people think 
about.” 
Rutledge on Legal Profession. 
Judge Rutledge, who was not in- 
dorsed by St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion in his recent campaign for_re- 
election, took occasion to comment 
on thé association and the legal 
profession in general, as well as his 
experience on the bench. He said: 
“T don’t think we are progressing 
as members of the bar or as 
members of the bench. We are 
losing sight of ideals, and the bust- 
ness of practicing law and of try- 
ing cases is getting to be more of 
a business proposition than it is 
following out the ideals originally 
intended. It takes a lot of courage 
to do your duty on the bench to- 
day; it didn’t formerly require any 
courage at all. Alla judge did was 
to do his duty, but today he has 
many things to think about. I 
|} haven’t given those things any 
thought myself, I haven’t consid- 
ered my personal interest at any 
time, I have just let the chips fall 
where they may. I think that is 
considered one of my faults by some 
people, but those are the ideals 
I have and those are the ideals I 
will always have. You men ought 
to consider, as members of the 
bar, that there are things going 
on that you don’t know about. You 
have to be on the bench in order 
to*know, you have to get into a 
campaign for public office to suc- 
ceed yourself to be able to under- 
stand a good many of the things 
that happen to you—inexplicable at 
times.

LINCOLN, NEB., BANK, ROBBED OF 
$2,500,000, PAYS ALL DEBTS 


Payment of Note for More Than 
$2,250,000 Completed by Its 
Liquidating Agent. 

By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 31—The 
Lincoln National Bank & Trust 
Co., robbed of $2,500,000 in cash 
and’ securities Sept. 7; 1930, and 
later closed, today had paid all its 
obligations. 

Payment of a note for more than 
$2,250,000 was completed by its 
liquidating agent, W. H. Rhodes. 

The final installment was $24,- 
000 on a note given to another Lin- 
coln bank to assure payment: in 
full to depositors of the robbed in- 
stitution. The neighboring bank, 
the Continental National, after re- 
ceiving the note signed by officers 
and directors of the Lincoln Na- 
tional, took over all its accounts. 

After paying the note, Rhodes 
said there remain sufficient assets 
to assure a “good” dividend to 
shareholders later. 

About a year ago officers recov- 
ered in Chicago about $600,000 worth 
of securities which were stolen in 
the robbery two years ago when 
gunmen looted the bank while a 
machine gunner stood guard on 
the corner. At one time Gus Wink- 
ler, Chicago gangster, was under 
$100,000 bond pending trial on 
charge of participating in the rob- 
bery. Later the charge was 
dropped. 

Two East St. Louis (Til) men 
have been convicted of the robbery 
and each was sentenced to 25 years 
in prison. They are Thomas O’Con- 
nor and Howard Lee. 


CAN'T GIVE THEIR MILK AWAY 


Nebraska Farmers Strike, 
They Get 1.67c a Quart. 
By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 31.—With 
a milk strike declared, Lincoln 
producers learned today they can- 
not even give their milk away un- 
less they pasteurize it. Five hun- 
dred members of the Lincoln Non- 
Stock Co-operative Milk Porducers 
Association, demanding contracts 
and higher prices, voted to sell no 
milk to local distributors at pres- 
ent rates after today. To supply 
Lincoln consumers they planned 
free milk stations. 

Then the City Attorney announc- 
ed distribution of unpasteurized 
milk was illegal and: subject to a 
$100 fine. Producers have no pas- 
teurization plant. Milk sells for 
7 cents a quart retail. Producers 
receive 30 cents, 25 cents and Chi- 
cago market prices for a hundred- 
weight of butterfat for various 
classes of milk. They want 40 
cents, 35 cents and 2 or 8 cents 
above Chicago prices. At present 
prices they estimate farmers get 
about 1.67 cents a quart.

TELLS BIGGEST Lit 
IN 1200 10 WIN TITLE 


Denver, Colo., Man’s Story of 
Cat With Wooden Leg 
Takes the Prize.

BURLINGTON, Wis., Dec. 31.— 
The biggest liar in the United 
States is Phil McCarthy of Den- 
ver, Colo., it was decided tonight 
by judges of the Burlington Liars’ 


Club. 

McCarthy, who is a heating con- 
tractor if there is any truth in his 
letter head, submitted the tallest 
tale to officers of the club which 
on the last day of each year set- 
tles the national fibbing champion- 
ship. 

The championship was conferred 
on McCarthy as club officers sat 
about the old stove in the police 
station to pass expert judgment on 
25 lies, chosen earlier in the day as 
the most promising of the 1200 
specimens submitted from all parts 
of the United States and some 
provinces of Canada. The Canadi- 
ans were ruled out because, offi- 
cials of the club said, they are mad 
about war debts. 

Here is the story McCarthy sub- 
mitted: 

“T used to be an engineer in a 
flour mill, and you know how the 
mice like grain. I got me a cat, 
but as a mouser he was a failure. 
One day he got one of his front 
paws in some gears. The leg was 
severed, but the cat did pretty well 
with the peg leg I made. 

“After that he was death on 
mice. He caught them at the rate 
of four an hour and finally I 
watched his method. He crouched 
behind a post, and as the mice 
scurried past he swung out that peg 
leg, invariably getting them back 
of the ear. Pretty soon I noticed 
that the dead mice he was bring- 
ing me had their hair licked the 
wrong way. And the explanation 
was this: 

“There was a knot hole in the 
post behind which the cat sat, and 
squinting through it, the cat be- 
came cross-eyed. Ever see a cross- 
eyed cat in the dark? Well, those 
mice were scared to death. 

“But that cat lost me my job. 
One cold night, when it wanted to 
get into the engine room, it would 
tap on thé door. I taught it to 
tap out my lodge signal for ad- 
mission.

SENATOR NORBECK CRITICISED 
IN $38,000,000 CREDIT DEFICIT 


South Dakota Attorney-General 
Reports Rural Loan Fund 
Was “Politically Infected.” 

By the Associated Press. 

PIERRE, 8S. D., Dec. 31—Fail- 
ure of the rural credit system in 
South Dakota now being liquidated 
at an estimated $38,000,000 loss to 
taxpayers was attributed primarily 
by Attorney-General M. Q. Sharpe 
today to the administrations of 
Gov. Peter Norbeck and W. H. Mc- 
Master. 

In a report of an investigation 
of the credit system he charged 
they were the “most politically-in- 
fected and generally mishandled 
administrations of public trust in 
the entire history of the State.” 
Sharpe’s report criticised Norbeck 
and McMaster for “hoodwinking 
the general public” from 1917 to 
1925. 

Norbeck, now completing his sec- 

ond term as United States Senator, 

was re-elected in November to a 

third term. McMaster served one 

term as Senator. 

Sharpe said “in fairness to the 
Norbeck and McMaster adminis- 
trations” that no rural credit en- 
terprise could have been started at 
a more inopportune time than the 
years 1917, 1918 and 1919, when 
land values and agricultural prices 
reached their peak. 

The Attorney-Géneral said, “the 
principal causes were political in- 
fection, catering too much to vote- 
getting policies, and cheap, shal- 
low, superficial statesmanship.” 

The Attorney-General predicted 
that only about $19,700,000 would 
be ‘realized from resources with a 
cost value of $36,000,000. -Bonds 
and interest to be paid total $58,- 
000,000. 

The audit conducted by Sharpe 
disclosed, he said, that the failure 
is not due to any criminal larceny 
nor embezzlement by any one con- 
nected with the department. The 
report listed five instances where 
Norbeck borrowed large sums of 
money from banks after rural 
credit money had been deposited 
in the banks.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Three 
leading contenders for the. House 
speakership were criticised today 
by another candidate while they 
talked about the time for the party 
caucus which will decide the issue. 
The date for that meeting seemed 
indefinite with Representatives Mc- 
Duffie of Alabama, Rainey of IIli- 
nois and Byrns of Tennessee agree- 
ing that the wishes of newly elect- 
ed members who live at a distance 
should be respected. 

Meantime, Representative Rankin 
of Mississippi said in a statement: 
“In my opinion, McDuffie and 
Rainey at least, have eliminated 
themselves from the speakership 
contest by their advocacy of the 
sales tax—and other un-Democratic 
measures. Neither of them can be 
elected.” 

The majority of House members 
have assumed that the caucus 
would be here for the Inauguration 
when it was believed most of the 
newly elected Representatives 
would be held for the inauguration 
ceremonies. Byrns said, however, 
that “in times like these” many of 
those who lived in the Far West 
would not want to make the trip 
and return unless a special session 
were to follow soon after. 

“All the political bosses and sub- 
servient press agents in the coun- 
try cannot eliminate me from this 
contest,” Rankin said. “I am in 
this fight to stay—and to win. It 
is going to be a fight between the 
forces of reaction and the progres- 
sive Democrats in Congress. The 
next administration must be pro- 
gressive, if it is to succeed. I have 
no personal quarrel with the three 
gentlemen who are opposing me, 
Some of them are super-conserva- 
tive; others aer ultra-reactionary.”

City Government Costs About $40,000,000 a Year* 
How Much Can Be Saved and Where? 


When All of the Several Funds Which Are Derived 
From Special Sources for Special Purposes and 
Are Untouchable Have Been Set Aside and the 
Amounts Required for Other Necessary Services 
Such as Police, Fire and Health Protection Are 
Excluded There Remains Only About One- 
Tenth of City’s Revenue Subject to Real 


Economy.

HE tax reformers have been pointing an 
T aecusing finger at local government; 

there, they say, is the real offender, the 
creator of the major portion of the burden 
now bending the back of the taxpayer. 

St. Louisans want lower taxes. With little 
else in mind, some have been saying, “Clean 
out the City Hall.” The cry arouses sympa- 
thy in abundance; it grows as the spring 
election approaches. Promises are in the air. 

But the functions of local government must 
go .on—the functions upon which St. Louis 
spends some $40,000,000 to $45,000,000 a 
year. Hence those in places of responsibility 
at the City Hall, whether they be the in- 
cumbents or a new set of officials, Repub- 
licans or Democrats, must examine every 
item in an enormous budget, every sérvice 
the citizens demand and receive, to determine 
wherein savings may be made, if many are 
possible, to pass on to the taxpayer.

Which Would Bring Serious Results. 

A glance at the functions of local govern- 
ment shows the difficulty of the task, just 
as earlier articles in these columns have 
shown how little can be saved in the costs 
of the State and Federal governments with- 
out radically changing their functions. Edu- 
police and fire protection, health 
service, care of the indigent sick and infirm, 
the courts, parks and recreation facilities, 
maintenance and lighting of streets, water 
service and sewage disposal—these are some 
of the major functions of local government, 
which may not be curtailed without serious 
consequence. 

The cost of local government is high. It 
is more than the combined cost of Federal 
and State government. 


Government ts $4,200,000,000; state govern- 
ments, $2,300,000,000, and _ local 
ments, $7,500,000,000. The tax reducers are 
attacking all three. 

Singling out for examination local govern- 
ment in St. Louis, these facts are apparent: 

Important reductions already have 
been made in expenditure. 

Income from some sources has shrunk, 
lessening the possibilities of tax reduc- 
tion. 

Further reduction in expenditures de- 
pends largely upon the extent to which 
the public is willing to forego or accept 
cuts in the services it has been accus- 
tomed to expect. 


New and Increasing Demands 

Resulting From Depression. 

The situation also is affected* by the fact 
that new and increasing demands are made 
on local government to help relieve the desti- 
tution and unemployment resulting from the 
depression. 

Various agencies of the City of St. Louis 
spent in the fiscal year ending April 11, 1932, 
for ordinary purposes, a total of $30,990,207, 
the Board of Education spent $12,358,653; 
a grand total of $43,348,860. 

There was, Of course, additional expendi- 
ture out of bond issue funds for permanent 
improvements. To assist in these purposes 
special tax bills of $1,599,933 were issued, 
and this should properly be added to the cost 
of government, making a total of $44,948,- 
586. 


Saving of $4,700,000 Expected 

,as Result of Budget Slashing. 

The city administration made drastic bud-, 
getary cuts for the current fiscal year, as did 
the school board.

“Other sources” includes special taxes and 
licenses on business, interest on deposits, 
rents and miscellaneous items. 

The Water Department revenue comes al- 
most entirely from the rates charged for wa- 
ter service. This is a self-sustaining service. 

The school revenue from “other sources” 
includes State and Federal aid funds. 

In addition to the items shown in the fore- 
going table the city collects for the State 
about $5,000,000 a year in taxes, including 
the income tax.

Provision for City’s Debt 
Totals $5,500,000 for Year. 


There is the large item of servicing the 
public debt—paying interest on bonds and 
providing sinking funds for retirement. 

The city collected for this purpose last 
year $4,895,313, and the requirement for the 
current year is $5,517,692, about $800,000 of 
which will come from water funds to take 
care of Water Department bonds. 

Interest and sinking fund requirements 
have increased with the progress of the pub- 
lic improvements program financed by the 
bond issue authorized in 1923. As bonds are 
issued, taxes must be levied to take care of 
interest and sinking fund. It will be some 
years before the peak of this burden is passed. 

Apparently there is little room in the fore- 
going items for savings that would materially 
reduce taxes. There remains the item of 
**general municipal purposes,” for which the 
expenditure last year was $22,030,990. The 
estimate for this year is $19,150,652, trim- 
med to stay almost within the estimated rev- 
enues. 

Last year this fund incurred a small defi- 
cit. The revenue for this purpose was $21,- 
440,735, of which the general taxpayers con- 
tributed $15,379,604. From other sources 
came $6,061,131. .

Which of these services can be curtailed 
or eliminated to help the taxpayer? 

The police department is under the juris- 
diction of a State Board and the city has 
no control over its expense, but must provide 
its revenue. A service so necessary to pro- 
tection of life and- property is one the 
public demands be maintained efficiently. 
Here is $5,500,000, including the pension 
fund, not to be whittled into. 

The fire department, including pension 
fynd, costs about $2,500,000, also vital to 
the public safety. 

Lighting and street and sewer work, $3,- 
500,000, constitute a service of which the 
people demand more rather than less. 

The Department of Public Welfare, to 
which we will add the expenditures for mis- 
cellaneous charities and corrections, accounts 
for "$59000,000. This includes hospitals, 
health department and parks and recreation. 
The demand upon hospitals and institutions 
has been increased by the depression. 

Then for courts and elections another $1,- 
500,000 is required. 

These items of necessary public service ac- 
count for $18,000,000 out of a $22,000,000 
budget, or for about $16,000,000 in the cur- 
tailed scheme of the current year. 

Conceivably, there may be another neal 
slice taken out of this group as well as out 
of all other municipal expense items. There 
may be some waste, some extravagance left. 
The functions concerned, however, are vital 
to orderly and secure existence in a large, 
densely populated city.

Therefore, we all 
generally ask ourselves in this new year 
whether the depression has reached its lowe 
est ebb, and whether we may expect the up- 
turn. 

It is trie that many countries have ex- 
perienced what would seem to be a retrogres- 
sion, especially in the last three years, Many 
were forced to return to pre-war standards 
of life. Luxuries and comforts that once 
were a part of the daily enjoyment of the 
peoples of the most advanced nations have 
been taken away in what appears to be a 
backward movement. 


At the Crossroads.

, School Board Candidates. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ALK about candidates for the Board 

of Education, subject to the election 
next April, has begun. This is a time, 
because of the depression, when it is espe- 
cially necessary to select the finest type 
of citizen for these positions. Members 
of the board should be of the highest cal- 
iber and ability, free from pet notions 
and theories. Too many persons, in the 
past, have been made school directors be- 
cause they talked loudly enough about 
provincial schemes and petty educational 
matters. The board’s province is to ex- 
ercise a general supervision and it should 
leave details and professional questions 
to its paid executives. 

It would be desirable to form a com- 
prehensive, broad-gauge citizens’ commit- 
tee to bring out candidates and work for 
their election. Men and women best fitted 
for the board often will not run for it of 
their own volition because of the dis- 
agreeable task of obtaining names on 
nominating petitions—7145 signatures of 
qualified voters will be required to nom- 
inate this time. ‘Organizations such as 
the League of Women Voters and the 
Public School Patrons’ Alliance some- 
times have brought out or supported 
slates, but with only partial success. 
Voters, rightly or wrongly, were inclined 
to regard these slates as proposals of 
special interests rather than community 
movements. 

The board has 12 members. Terms of 
four of these will expire in April. One 
of the four has announced he will not 
seek re-election, while another desires re- 
election and two have not disclosed their 
intentions. At least 10 other persons al- 
ready are running or thinking about run- 
ning. It is time for the public to become 
interested.

Based on this cost, technical journals 
have shown time and time again that the 
large oil! companies must make a profit 
of 100 per cent gross before they can 
break even. Here we have the reason 
why the independent is the nemesis of 
the large oil combines, and must be 
crushed at all cost. Most independents 
have already joined the big companies. 
The big companies-are destined to lose 
millions in St. Louis alone; and, with 
elimination of the independents, the pub- 
lic is equally destined to pay a. higher

1932—Third Year of 


A little more than three years ago the war-torn 

world thought itself well out of the woods. The Ger- 
mans were paying their reparations, the Allies were 
settling their scaled-down war debts, the volume of 
trade everywhere was growing. Launched upon her 
five-year plan, Russia was buying prodigiously in 
foreign markets. 
The United States had for the first time become a 
creditor nation, and she was ladling out money with 
a lavish hand. Europe got more than eight 
billion dollars. South America got four billions. The 
whole world, counting American loans and invest- 
ments, got approximately 18 billion dollars. Together 
with the war debts, we had out in the world an ap- 
proximate total of 29 billion dollars. 

In the United States, the delusion of eternal pros- 
perity swept almost everyone off his feet. Mr. 
Coolidge, the high priest of prosperity, had just laid 
down the pleasant task of keeping everything levitat- 
ed.

work was comparatively plentiful. If there was a 
cloud upon the sky as big as a man’s hand, only Jere- 
miah decried it. 

Then came the crash. Like Phaeton, we had driven 
the golden chariot too high, and so fell into the vale 
of tears. From that day to this, there has been only 
one really constructive move in a world sick unto 
death. That move is to the credit of 1932. It was the 
Lausanne conference. At the Lausanne conference, 
for the first time since the World War, the nations 
of Europe abandoned folly and decided to let bygones 
be bygones. Led by Prime Minister MacDonald, upon 
whose shoulders had fallen the mantle of the great 
peace-maker Briand, the Lausanne conference remit- 
ted 95 per cent of the reparations claim against Ger- 
many. This was after years of torment to a con- 
quered people, after the intervention of American fin- 
anciers, such as Charles G. Dawes and Owen D. Young, 
after the maintenance over a ghastly period of that 
vicious circle by which Germany first borrowed from 
us, then paid her conquerors, and they in turn paid 
us something on the war debts. 

It is said that the period of reconstruction after 
the Civil War in the United States was sometimes 
more dreadful than the war itself. So has recon- 
struction after the World War at times been more 
terrible, more senseless, more revengeful, than was 
the World War. The United States displayed the 
same apostasy toward the Lausanne conference that 
she had formerly displayed toward the League of Na- 
tions. That is, she inspired it, and then forsook it. 
When the situation became so bad in Europe that 
President Hindenburg appealed to Mr. Hoover to de- 
clare a moratorium, the President responded and en- 
joyed the acquiescence of Congress. But when Presi-

statement assuring the Allied nations that the United 
States was eager to extend healing to an afflicted 
world, the dreadful parochialism of America and her 
provincial Congress reasserted itself to betray the 
only noble aspiration that had arisen in the world 
since vengeance had devised the Versailles Treaty. 

The. consequence is that, except for the Lausanne 
conference alone, the world is no better off upon this 
New Year day than it was three years ago. The rep- 
arations are dead, but the war debts are still coming 
due. Last Dec. 15, when the semi-annual payments 
were due, a few nations, including England, paid 
under protest; the rest, including a resentful France, 
defaulted. All were refused postponement, though 
the British note urging postponement touched an 
elevation in state correspondence made classical by 
the epistles of Trajan and his Governor in Bithynia, 
the younger Pliny. 

It is impossible at the moment to say just how 
the matter stands. The Europeans feel that our po- 
sition is untenable. Everybody feeis that no more 
payments will be made on the war debts until there 
is a better understanding and a readjustment. Mean- 
while, there ig no indication that the attitude of the 
new Congress will be any less truculent than was that 
of the old Congress. It is said that with the immense 
domestic debt pressing for amelioration, Congress is 
afraid to do for Europeans what it cannot find a way 
to do for our own people. If so, accumulating inter- 
est at 6 per cent may be said to have taken prece- 
dence over enlightened self-interest at the sacrifice 
of our foreign loans, just as tariffs for sectional in- 
dustries. have blinded us to the common good and 
paralyzed all foreign trade. 

Such is the immovable quality of humankind. It 
took a stubborn France 14 years to admit that the 
reparations are uncollectable, that to press for them 
only palsied trade and multiplied human misery 
everywhere, even as far away as the Antipodes. If 
three terrible years have given the world only 
one Lausanne, how much. or little may be expected 
of 1933? | 

It sometimes seems that the World War is over. It 
sometimes appears that, like the Europeans who met 
at Lausanne, all the people in the world were dis- 
posed to slough off the past and start afresh. 

There are fine promises for the year to come. They 
include the economic conference in which all nations 
are to join; growing impatience with the conjoined 
peril and burden of arms and the tedious course of 
disarmament; increasing realization that no nation 
is self-sufficient and can hope to live without barter 
beyond its borders. In these alone is there hope of 
relief from widespread debt and universal trade 
stagnation.

As it functions now, registration of absentees in 
Missouri is even less satisfactory than registration of 
voters at home on registration day. Different con- 
ditions prevail from place to place, but those in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County may be taken as typical. 
In the county, the absentee who desires to register 
has no way of knowing in advance whether addi- 
tional registration days will be set for voters who 
are away from their voting precincts on the day or 
days of registration. 

The system in St. Louis is so completely made up 
of inconvenience and reflection against the absentee- 
registrant’s honesty that it is a wonder any citizens 
utilize it. It provides that any voter at a point more 
than 50 miles from his home on registration day 
who desires to register must, at least 14 days before 
the election, apply to the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners for an absentee registration blank. This must 
be filled out and certified by a notary and two reg-

istered voters from the abser<*ee’s precinct who, as 
well, are required to furnish supporting affidavits to 
the effect that the applicant was absent on registra- 
tion day. Obviously, all this entails considerable time, 
not to mention the expense and trouble of the three 
affidavits. “~2<— 

Permanent registration, which, it is expected, the 
coming Legislature will provide for St. Louis, saving 
the city $150,000 annually, and which the entire State 
would do well to adopt, removes in its entirety the 
bothersome problem of absentee registration. Under 
permanent registration, the absentee, being merely a 
voter temporarily away; from his voting place, is no 
more called upon to register than is any other voter 
who has not changed his voting residence. 

Residents of St. Louis and the county who have 
experienced absentee registration difficulties should 
support the movements in both places for permanent 


registration. 


If Congress thinks it can balance the Federal 
budget by doing no more than to devise new revenue, 
it is, in our judgment, mistaken. It must also.re- 
duce the cost of government. 

The National Economic League conducted during 
the year a poll among its thousands of members, ask- 
ing them to set down in the order of their importance 
the paramount problems of the depression. That the 
first requisite is economy and efficiency in govern- 
ment, national, state and city, was agreed upon by 
2238 members of the league, a much greater number 
than accorded first place either to taxes, war debts 
and reparations, banking, credit and finance, reduc- 
tion of armaments or tariffs. 

This might very well serve to guide Congress in the 
difficult task of balancing the Federal budget. We 
can devisé more revenue, but we cannot always do so 
if Government is to continue at its present wasteful 
pace. The Post-Dispatch published last Sunday the 
surprising story of what.the Government is paying 
to subsidize the mail service by ship and plane. The 
Postoffice Department paid out in 1932 to shipping 
lines $21,666,103; to air line companies $20,586,107. 
The annual report of the Postmaster-General for 1931 
disclosed that these subsidies had greatly increased 
during the last three fiscal years. In 1930 the total 
was $28,218,178; in 1931 it was $36,078,976: in 1932 
it was $42,252,210. | 

Some of the mail carried upon remote sea routes 
is costing as high as $5000 a pound; other mail 
going by plane costs as much as $3 a pound. It is 
largely an outgrowth of the lump-sum practice which 
has crept into postal subsidies. Congressman Lozier 
of Missouri, who has joined in the effort to’ knock 
out these subsidies, declares that this is “the rot- 
tenest, the most wasteful and probably the most graft- 
infected activity of the Federal Government.” 

The National Economy League asserts that approxi- 
mately $450,000,000 a year could be immediately saved 
by cutting out payments to veterans for disabilities

lican says: “These payments to veterans will steadily 
increase if not checked. The outlook is alarming, in 
view of the new claims for these gratuities rapidly 
piling up in the Veterans’ Bureau.” 

It is now or never. If the cost of government can- 
not be reduced when times are hard, then the task 
is hopeless. Congress has, it is true, made some re- 
ductions; but they have been largely offset by in 
creased interest upon the growing public debt. Since 
some of this interest is recoverable, together with 
capital outlay, through loans made py the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, the net gain for economy 
should be considerable. 

But there is a grave weakness in this decline. It 
is the reluctance of Congress to go to the root of the 
problem and attack the big drains tipon the Federal 
‘Treasury which must be stopped before we can hope 
to balance the budget. The Nation agrees with us 
that it is not in the Veterans’ Bureau alone that the 
Government can make drastic economies, but also in 
the army and navy. Departmental consolidation of the 
latter, an economy resorted to in other countries, 
would mean a saving to the people which some con- 
gressional leaders place as high as $150,000,000 a year.

nue. We recognize that this is so, but it in no wise 
alters the stern necessity which confronts the nation. 
If we are not stangh enough to meet this necessity, 
the credit of the United States is in danger of being 
destroyed by politics, a consequence which must be 
avoided at every hazard. 

Only necessity can move us in this emergency, and 
how dire that necessity is the declinimg fortunes of 
the Federal Treasury reveal with startling clarity.

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The Chief of Staff Speaks 


THE NATION AT WAR. Ry Gen. Peyton 
C. March. (Loubleday, Doran & Co., Inc., 
Garden City, N. Y.) 


EFORE the United States entered the 
B Great War, Gen. March was Colonel of 

an artillery regiment serving on the 
Mexican border. In June, 1917, he was mude 
Brigadier-General and sent to France with 
an artillery brigade. By September of that 
year, he was a’ Major-General, in command 
In the 
spring of 1918, he was made General and 
Chief of Staff of the United States Army, 
with headquarters in Washington. - 

Although the superior of Gen. Pershing, 
his duties were not of a nature to command 
public attention as were Gen. Pershing’s. 
Upon him, working with the War Depart- 
ment, fell the tremendous burden of creat- 
ing an American army and transporting it 
to Europe, together with an enormous quan- 
tity of supplies. No one questions the great- 
ness of this task, nor the success with which 
it was prosecuted, whatever may be said re- 
garding inevitable blundering and the fan- 
tastic cost:of the achievement. 

Now, after 14 years, Gen. March, appar- 
ently feeling that his great share in the 
conduct of the war has not received the 
popular attention it deserves, and particular- 
ly irritated by much in the published “Ex- 
periences”tof Gen. Pershing, has come forth 
with his own version of the war as seen 
from the vantage point of the Chief of Staff. 

The General, being most distinctly ‘an in- 
dividual, and by no means modestly endowed 
with the gift of asperity,.is certain to have: 
stanch enemies. These are likely to contend 
that “The Nation at War” is an extremely 
egotistic performance; and others, admiring 
the achievements pf the.man, may -regret 
the defensive attitude assumed and the con- 
spicuous neglect of the amenities. Authori- 
tative corrections of error and misrepresen- 
tation are not best emphasized by a betrayal 
of personal animus. And where the latter 
is in evidence, the former have a @vay, at 
times, of getting themselves slightly twisted.

A layman must believe that “The Nation 
at War” is essentially a valuable historical 
record, since it presents from the inside, 
and in considerable detail, the manner in 
which a great army was created, outfitted 
and shipped overseas in a relatively short 
time, considering all circumstances. It seems 
unfortunate, therefore, that there should be! 
so much obviously personal feeling in it, 
as of an irritated ego striking back. Cer- 
tainly the book will be discussed more for 
its harsh disapprovals of Pershing than for 
its real value.as source history. , 

There can no doubt that Pershing was 
mistaken mofe than once; but the more one 
reads the war memoirs of the various mili- 
tary leaders, the clearer it becomes, even 
to a layman, that in prosecuting the great 
and perhaps fatal mistake of 1914-18, mis- 
takenness was ludicrously common on both 
sides of No Man’s Land. ' 

Gen. March criticises Gen. Pershing’s lack 
of foresight in clamoring for more troops 
and supplies on the eve of ‘the armistice; 
and certainly there are men who in Persh- 
ing’s position would have known better.

fayette, we are here!” After saying that he 
“always has believed” the error was that 
of a newspaper correspondent, Gen. March 
seems willing at least to leave with the 
reader an unpleasant surmise as to the 
possible source of this “piece of propa- 
ganda.” ' afiee 

“I have heard,” he says, “various reasons 
advanced for this particular piece of propa- 
ganda, but discarding surmises and record- 
ing only facts, the fact in the case is, that 
Gen. Pershing did not say, ‘Lafayette, we 
are here!’ and that Col. Stanton did.” It 
would have been better had Gen. March 
stated that Pershing himself disclaims the 
utterance in his “Experiences.”

Indeed, it sometimes seems probable that 
Gen. March did not read the “Experiences” 
with proper care, and he has not taken the 
trouble to quote verbatim, citing volume 
and page of Pershing’s work. The criticism 
of a paraphrase of another man’s statement 
may give an unfair impression of what was 
really said. For instance, Gen. March says: 
“In his war book, Pershing tries to tell us 
that Foch was a mere strategist, as if the 
knowledge of strategy were a disqualifica- 
tion.” Thereupon he goes off into a defense 
of Foch. 

Note that the offending passage is not 
quoted, and that the reader is not told where 
it may be found. It is on page 323 of Vol- 
ume I of Pershing’s work. Pershing has 
been complaining of the difficulty he experi- 
enced in arousing in Foch any lively inter- 
est in the American problem of getting an 
army created and across the sea with all 
necessary supplies. The offending passage 
is as follows: , 

“Foch never seemed interested when I 
talked with him of our problems, and I 
doubt whether at the time he ever thought, 
knew or cared much about our organization 
or our questions of transport and supply. 
He was essentially a student and teacher of 
history and strategy.” 

Certainly the impression given by the 
passage as printed and that which a reader 
receives’ from Gen. March's paraphrase and 
sharp criticism differ greatly. 


Gen. March gives an inside account of the 


famous Gen. Wood episode, attributing the 
obstruction of Wood's otherwise logical ad- 
vancement, not to political influences, but 
solely to Wood’s physical condition, result- 
ing from a skull injury. Later, when Gen. 
Wood was ordered to remain in America 
when on the eve of departure for Europe 
with his command, the reason given was 
concerned neither with politics nor physical 
condition. “There’s nothing the matter with 
you physically!” exclaimed Gen. March, tap- 
ping Wood’s broad chést with an approving 
fist. “Gen. Pershing has asked specifically

FALL OF THE INCA EMPIRE. By Philip 
Ainsworth Means... (Charles Scribner's 
Sons, New York City.) | 


N January, 1931, Philip Ainsworth Means 

published his “Ancient. Civilizations of 
the Andes’’—the result of 18 years spent in 
the study of original sources. The work was 
immediately accorded a high place in his- 
torical literature. The collection and sys- 
tematization of the great mass of factual 
data involved would &lone have sufficed to 
give the author high standing in his field; 
but the work is far more than a merely 
authoritative presentation of facts labori- 
ously assembled., The ultimate value of the 
study is in its philosophical grasp of the 
social implications of the subject matter: 
and for those who have eyes to see, there 
is much light in the book whereby our own 
social chaos may be viewed in a revealing 
way. . 

“Ancient Civilizations of the Andes” dealt 
with the pre-Spanish era in the territory 
comprised by the modern republics of 
Ecuador, Peru and Bolivia, with parts of 
Colombia, Argentina and Chile. “The Fall 
of the Inca Empire,” just published, begins 
with the Spanish conquest, following the 
destruction of the ancient Incaic civilization 
os the development of Spanish rule up to 
1780. 

The breadth of research revealed in the 
first volume is quite as apparent in the 
second, each chapter ending with an im- 
posing list of sources pertinent thereto. A

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Securities 
markets celebrated the end of an- 
other trying year with decided re- 
straint this week, . although they 
managed a modest rally. 

The end of 1932 found securities 
markets were well above the lows 
of summer. The number of bank- 
ing institutions going into liquida- 
tion this month were less than a 
third of the total of the final 
month of 1931. 

A less favorable aspect of the 
year end was renewed unsettlement 
in commodity prices. Fresh reac- 
tions in wheat, hogs, silver and oth- 
er items carried a number of raw 
staple price index figures to new 
post-war lows. Cotton, however, 
was moderately firm, ending the 
week with small net gains. 

Last minute selling of securities 
to establish losses for tax purposes 
appeared in some volume during 
early in the week, but bonds, in 
particular, managed to forge ahead 
rather brisky, presumably reflect-' 
ing year end reinvestment demand, 
and the extremely low short term 
money rates. 

Money Pinch Absent. 

The traditional pinch in the 
money market at the end of the; 
year was almost wholly lacking. 
The seasonal peak of money in cir- 
culation, reached just before 
Christmas, was well under the level 
of July. 

The week’s corporate and busi- 
ness news chiefly reflected year end 
culet.

Federal - Reserve Bank Re- 
ports Approach to. Low 
Point of Depression in 
Some Lines. 


Trade and industry in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District continued 
to decline during 1932, with only 
minor reversals in trend, and early 
in December was approaching the 
low point of the current depres- 
sion which was reached in July, ac- 
cording to the December report of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis. 

Demand in the retail trade was 
confined largely to necessaries and 
the cheaper classes of merchan- 
dise, while ordering was restricted 
to merchandise to fill immediate 
and well defined requirements, 
Both wholesale and retail trade 
were affected adversely by contin- 
uing declines in commodity prices, 
which curtailed buying particularly 
in the agricultural sections. In 
general, manufacturing declined 
and purchasi of raw materials 
was limited because of lack of de 
mand for finished goods. 

The volume of retail trade for the 
first 11 months, as reflected by 
sales of department stores in the 
district's principal cities was 22.5 
smaller than for the comparable 
period in 1931. Sales of reporting 
wholesale and jobbing interests for 


the first 11 months were about one- 


1929. 


The St. Louis Stock Exchange in 
the year just ended saw market 
values dwindle away on a volume 
of business only slightly more than 
10 per cent of that transacted in 
the peak year of 1929. Sales were 
less than half of those of preceding 
year. Final prices, however, were 
up from the lows of year. 

The local market followed the 
trend of other centers. After an 
extremely quiet period, “tax sell- 
ing” helped swell the total in the 
closing days of the yeer. Some 
large blocks of securities were of- 
fered in these transactions, up even 
to 1000-share lots. One or two 
stocks appedred for the first time in 
1932 during the last week of year.

FALL OF THE INCA EMPIRE. By Philip 
Ainsworth Means. (Charles Scribner's 
Sons, New York City.) 


N January, 1931, Philip Ainsworth Means 
| published his “Ancient. Civilizations of 
the Andes’’—the result of 18 years spent in 
the study of original sources. The work was 
immediately accorded a high place in his- 
torical literature. The collection and sys 
tematization of the great mass of factual 
data involved would alone have sufficed to 
give the author high standing in his. field; 
but the work is far more than a merely 
authoritative presentation of facts labori- 
ously assembled,, The ulti-nate value of the 
study is in its philosophical grasp of the 
social implications of the subject matter; 
and for those who have eyes to see, there 
is much light in the book whereby our own 
social chaos may be viewed in a revealing 
way. 

“Ancient Civilizations of the Andes” dealt 
with the pre-Spanish era in the territory 
comprised by the modern republics of 
Ecuador, Peru and Bolivia, with parts of 
Colombia, Argentina and Chile. “The Fall 
of the Inca Empire,” just published, begins 
with the Spanish conquest, following the 
destruction of the ancient Incaic civilization 
and the development of Spanish rule up to 
1780. 

The breadth of research revealed in the 
first volume is quite as apparent in the 
second, each chapter ending with an im- 
posing list of sources pertinent thereto. A 
lay reader, under the spell of the smoothly 
flowing text, comes upon this mass of cita- 
tions with a shock of surprise: for there is 
in the reading nothing of the boredom that 
one is likely to associate with meticulous 
scholarship in a special field.

Dr. Henry Eyring, Princeton, Gets 
Award for Paper on Physics- 
Chemistry Combination.

—For a discovery said to herald a 
new science, the union of chemistry 
and physics with practical, human 
applications, Dr. Henry Eyring, 
Princeton University chemist, today 
was awarded the annual $1000 
prize of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science for 
“an outstanding paper.”

. Greater snowfall than the com- 
bined total for the last two winters 
and the lowest temperature since 
January, 1930, distinguished the 
last three months of 1932, Roscoe 
‘Nunn, Government forecaster, sur- 
veying the year’s records, com- 
mented yesterday. 
The December river, rise, 3.3 
feet below the arbitrary zero, was 
the lowest ever recorded. The No- 
vember stage of .1 foot below zero 
and the October stage of 3 below 
zero were the lowest recorded for 
those months. 
A 5.3-inch snow on Nov. 15 was 
the heaviest recorded so early in 
the season since 1885. The zero 
temperature of Dec. 16 was the 
lowest since 1930, when the mer- 
cury dropped to 13 degrees below 
zero on Jan. 18. The low tempera- 
ture of the last winter, 1931-32, was 
nine degrees above zero on March 
9, and the safne temperature, re- 
corded. on Jan. 14, 1931, was the 
lowest fir that year. 
Dense smoke was recorded on -17 
days in 1932, more than any other 
since 1325. The 10-year average is 
six days. _Sincé Sept. 30—unusually 
early—12 smoky days have oc- 
curred, one more than in the entire 
winter season of 1931-32. 
Despite the severe cold from Dec. 
7 to 18, last month averaged only 
.7 degrees below normal, since 16 
days were above normal tempera- 
ture. On Christmas eve the mer- 
cury reached 61. Although the un- 
usual warmth was a common topic 
of Christmas chatter, Dr. Nunn 
said, it was three degrees warmer,

CINCINNATI, Dec. 31.—If one) 
must “play the stock market, then 
Lady Luck is as likely to bring suc- 
cess as expert forecasting,” Alfred 
Cowles, III, of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., told the American Statistical 


Association here today. 

Drawing and shuffling cards and 
buying and selling accordingly; he 
said, would show a better record of 
stock market winnings than follow-’ 
ing the trail of the professional 
forecasters. He presented a study 
o* -stock market movements ‘as 
compared with the forecasts of 
those “in the know.”

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There is much disagreement among 
medical men as to the {mportance of 
some of these factors.

extensive experimentation has been 
carried on in an attempt to prove that 
a lack of vitamin A in the diet makes 
a person susceptible to colds. Testa 
with white rats seemed to give strong 
support to this theory. An editorial in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association about a year ago said, 
however, . evidence has been of- 
fered to indicate that in mice an ex- 
cess of vitamin A favorably affects the 
tissue of the respiratory tract. Thus 
far, however, there is not sufficient 
actual evidence to warrant any claim 
at all for the use of vitamin A in pre- 
venting a cold.’ 

Again, tests with students at Cornell 
l niversity seemed to indicate that ex- 
posure to ultra-violet rays made a per- 
son more resistant to colds. But the 
Council on Physical Therapy of the 
American Medical Association said: 
‘‘As far as normal persons are con- 
cerned the claim that exposure two 
ultra-violet rays increases or improves 
the tone of the tissues or of the body 
as a whole, stimulates metabolism or 
tends to prevent colds, has not been 
conclusively substantiated.’’ 


R. WILSON G. SMILLIE, pro- 
fessor of public health admin- 
istration at Harvard University,

cde of treatrient. Cold weather. it is 
believed, does not cause colds, but sud- 
den changes of weather seem to en- 
courage them, Getting one's feet wet. 
sitting in a draft, living in overheated. 
stuffy quarters, all are conceded to fa- 
vor the catching of a cold. Like sud- 
den changes in weather, they are sup- 
posed to lower the body's resistance to 
infection by affecting its heat-regulat- 
ing system. If the germ theory is cor- 
rect, none of these things would make 


a person catcn cold so long as he was 
{ree froin cold germs, but the elusive 
microbe is believed to be so prevalent 
in most of the civilized world in winter 
that few people escape it, and whether 
One “comes down with a cold”’ or not 
depends on his bodily resistance. It is 
estimated that the majority of people 
in the United States have from two to 
four colds a year. 

Almost all doctors advise a patient 
who has caught cold to go to bed and 
ttav there for several days. Laxative 
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measures, light but nourishing food, 
and a hot bath and hot drink to pro- 
mote sweating are usually included in 
the treatment. A good many doctors 
recommend a half teaspoonful of soda 
in half a glass of water several times 
a day, when a cold is starting, to coun- 
teract acidity, and milk and fruit juices 
rich in vitamin A. 

The hunting ground of the cold is 
the nose. Some people think of the 
pose as a simple passageway, with two 
or three flaps that warm the air on its 
way to the lungs. On the contrary, it 
is a channel with a complicated system 
of side caverns, which are the sinuses. 
The only entrance to these sinuses is 
from the main canals of the nose. A 
couple of them push up into the fore- 
head bone; two large ones make hol- 
low spaces in the jawbone over the 
upper teeth; clusters of tiny ones lie 
along the upper part of the bone that 
divides-the noxse into two sections; and 
other large ones at the back of the 
nose extend into the bone on- which 
the brain rests. 

These almcst-closed cavities have 
tiny openings into the main canal. 
Like it, they are lined with mucous 
membrane covered with tiny. hairs, 
which keep up a constant wave-like 
motion to roll out the dust and bac- 
teria taken in with the air. 

As soon as the nose Is irritated by 
bacteria the lining begins to swell. The 
swelling slows down or stops the action 
of the hairs. As irritation of the nose 
proper almost always extends in some 
degree to the sinuses, the entrances to 
some of the little caves are likely to 
be blocked. The result is pain and 
pressure. 

When the irritation subsides the 
accumulation in the sinuses flows out 
freely and the pain goes away. If 
the swelling continues the sufferer 
goes to a physician, who shrinks down 
the tiasues and washes out the cavi- 
ties. 

If the pain goes away without treat- 
ment, it is not an indication that the 
sinuses are free of their accumulation 
of infection. Water does not run up 
hill, and if the membrane that lines 
the sinuses that do not drain down- 
ward is too ‘‘water-logged” to allow 
the small hairs to do their work, the 
contents remain. Some of the poils- 
cnous substance will run down the 
throat, parti¢ularly at night, caus- 
ing spasms ‘of coughing; some of 
it clogs up the drainage system, of 
which the tonsils are an important 
part; some of it is taken up by the 
blood stream and may be landed in 
the heart, the kidney or the joints 
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Any cold hanging on in the nose is a 
vicious trouble maker. 

While bacteriologists have been try- 
ing to identify a specific microbe as 
the cause of the common cold, other 
investigators have been attacking the 
problem in a different way. Observ- 
ing that a few people appear to be 
practically immune from the disease, 
they have sought to ascertain what af- 
fords this natural protection. And in 
this search they got a clew from’ the 
food chemists. The latter, gtudying 
the composition ot foods, had discov- 
ered vitamins and their importance to 
life; their work had included the pro- 
duction of evidence that lack of vita- 
min A in the diet lowered resistance to 
infections of the respiratory, intesti- 
nal and urinary tract. 

This evidence concerning vitamin A 
was tollowed up by the cold fighters. 
Hundreds of experiments were made to 
find out whether there was a real con- 
nection between the snuffles, pneu- 
monia and intestinal ulcers and a de- 
ficiency of this food element. All kinds 
of changes were rung on the tests. 


NE vitamin after another was 

left out of the diet. Laboratory 

animals fed food lacking vita- 
mins B, C, D, E, F or GQ, grew up 
bewlegged, bald, rough skinned, un- 
dersized or nervous, but they devel- 
oped infections in the respiratory sys- 
tem only occasionally, and then when 
they were so weak as to be near 
death. The tests have afforded a 
basis for the opinion that the ab- 
sence of sufficient vitamin A so weak- 
ens the tissues in question as to allow 
hacteria to flourish. 

Milk, butter, eggs, liver, green veg 
etables and many fruits are common 
food sources of vitamin A. In theory, 
it should be possible to get enough of 
the vitamin in ordinary meals; in fact, 
it is often difficult. Office workers, 
particularly, usually have light appe- 
tites; they @at many meala in restau- 
rants, where the necessary vegetables 
ure not always present or are served in 
bleached forms; moreover, many have 
etomach troubles that keep them from 
utilizing tood as they should. Accord- 
ingly. experimenters have supplement- 
ed the diet with cod liver oil, a rich 
eource of vitamin A, or with the richer 
halibut oil. 

Here and there dociors began to try 
out the method of prevention. Some 
had little success. It is easier to ex- 
periinent with laboratory rate than 
with human beings. The rats eat the

This disillusioned Santa Claus of 
Pasadena is the Municipal Light De- 
partinent. For a good many years now 
it has been a very dependable provid- 
er when the town needed large blocks 
of cash for something. Out of its sur- 
vius earnings it has built the city a 
$600,000 auditorium, a court building, 
an emergency hospital, two libraries 
and a golf course, besides contributing 
heavily to unemployment relief in the 
last two years. It has done all these 
(hings while at the same time furnish- 
ing electric power at a lower rate than 
prevails anywhere else in the district. 

Pasadena, with its population of 76,- 
000, has “dug” the Light Department. 
Now it refuses to be “dug’’ any more. 

When the citizens defeated a $200,- 
000 bond issue and then, right away, 
set up a demand that the Light Depart- 
ment provide help for the city’s needy, 
Benjamin F. de Lanty, general man- 
ager, called a halt on the munificence. 
The department must make a huge 
payment in a few years as its share of 
the Boulder Canyon power lines, he an- 
nounced, and a big cash surplus will 
be needed. Until this payment is pro- 
vided for there will be no carrying of 
other people’s burdens. The citizens 
will have to find another Santa Claus. 


the foundations for this present mu- 
nicipal treasure house by building a 
modest little light plant of its own to 
supplement the service furnished by a 
private power corporation. The city 
then had no idea of attempting to pro- 
duce all of the current it consumed. It 
merely happened that the town had 
suffered from poor street lighting, and 
it was thought a little municipal plant 
could do much to remedy this con- 
dition, since the company was 80 
indifferent about the service it 
gave. Accordingly, a bond is- 

sue of $125,000 was passed for

In 1920 the city bought out the 
corporation's holdings for $520,000, 
and a little later bought for $65,000 
the system operated by the same 
company in territory adjacent to 
Pasadena. A bond issue of 
$300,000 for further plant ex- 
pansion followed, and again 
in 1924 there was still an- 
other issue of $250,000 

for purchase of new 
buildings and a 10,000 

kilowatt turborgen- 

erator. Altogether, 


bonds totaling $1,- 


492,000 were is- 
sued by the 
city to fi- 
nance this 
municipal 
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undertaking. An idea of how profita- 
ble the project was may be gained 
from the fact that already this indebt- 
edness has been reduced to $373,016, 
some $113,000 of the bonds having 
been paid off prior to maturity. 

As far back as the World War the 
infant industry bought $992,000 of 
State and Government bonds. It en- 
larged its plant facilities enormously 
and at big figures of expenditure. 
More and more new buildings were 
erected and new generators installed. 
and all this out of earnings. 

But, like Ali Baba, who borrowed a 
measure from a neighbor to estimate 
his new found riches and carelessly left 
a piece of gold sticking in the bottom, 
the municipal power plant made the 
mistake of letting too many reports 
of its wealth ret about. Immediately 
the people began to flock to their City 
Hall to grab money for any and every 
purpose. Usually they found the 
Light Department inclined to be gen- 
erous. 


they built a $125,000 golf course, 

taking the funds from the over- 
flowing cornucopia. Next they turned 
literary and plucked $19,250 for a Il 
brary. Then the Police Department. 
feeling slighted, asked for and received 
a new Police Court building and emer- 
gency hospital costing $120,000. Some 
body bappened to think of a municipal! 
auditorium, and immediately the plant 
obliged by forking over $600,000. 

By this time the department had hu- 
mored the citizens to the extent of 
$864,250 for new playthings, but stil! 
calls kept coming. The depression was 
on and men were out of work. Couldn't 
the Light and Power Department do 
something? It could—and did. It built 
plant additions costing $1,050,000 
and put up a warehouse and group of 
garage buildings for $100,000, using 
for all this building program as many 
men as possible at $4 a day, each man 
getting 11 day’s work a month. A 
total of 1100 men were given work in 
this way during. the last fiscal year 
Besides common laborers, extra en- 
gineers, women clerks, draftsmen and 
all manner of other helpers were put 
on the payroll. Last August $50,273 
was spent for emergency relief work 
and $35,000 more for materials used 
in conjunction with this measure. 

Then came the last straw. After the 
city’s voters had defeated a proposal 
for a bond issue of $200,000 for un- 
employment relief, the Light Depart- 
ment was confronted with a proposi- 
tion to divert from its funds $400,000, 
to be placed in the city’s general fund 
to relieve the general taxpayer of 21 
per cent of his total taxes. Here, Man- 
ager de Lanty balked. 

The same amount applied to reduc- 
tion of electric light rates, he pointed 
cut, would cut the coat of current 23 
per cent. It looked as though the big 
real estate owners were trying to get 
tax relief at the expense of light users, 
who were mostly small householders. 
he said. He would consider no such 
proposition. 

“Anyway,” he added, ‘“‘the Light De- 
partment is broke.” 

That report caused quite a commo 
tion at first. A citizens’ committee was 
promptly formed to investigate the de- 
partment and find out why and how 
the ever-ready surplus had disap- 
peared. Its findings were very reas- 
suring, for it found that instead of be- 
ing “broke,’’ the Light Department 
still had stowed away in cash and se- 
curities the tidy sum of §$1,424,781.24 
And the department directors 
made it known ‘that this tidy sum 
would remain stowed away unt!

HEN we turn to the 
furniture we find that 
it is decorated with carved 
ornament, similar to that 
found in the paneling, 
though it did not form 
part of the original room 
but was gathered from 
various sources to com- 
plete the picture. The 
bulbous-legged table of 
the refrectory type, the 
wainscot-back armchair 
and two side chairs are 
typical of the period. In 
actual use their hardness 
was probably modified by 
movable cushions of rich- 
ly patterned material. 
This room has been 
dedicated to the memory 
of the late director of 
the City Art Museum, 
Samuel L. Sherer. 
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a search of six weeks, he was 
found, impoverished and ill, in a 
sailors’ boarding house in New Or- 
leans. Ill health, aggravated by in- 
temperate drinking, dogged the 
last years of his life. 

A year or so before his death 
Russell went to New York.  Al- 
though he was well received by ed- 
.tors and other men of the literary 
world who were familiar with his 
work, the young Southerner was 
unhappy there. His father's death 
added to his unhappiness. His 
money became exhausted .and he 
fell ilk. He decided to get back 
to the South as quickly as possi- . 
ble, and while still weak from 
his sickness he worked his way to 
New Orleans as a fireman on a 
steamer. 

Obtatning a job on the New Or- 
leans Times, Russell wrote verse 
and prose for it. But the connec- 
1ion was net to last long. His 
health had been fatally impaired 
by the hardships of the voyage to 
New Orleans. On December 23, 
1879, the poet was found dead in 
an obseure rooming house. 

People who knew Russell well 
have described him as a person not 
only of brilliant mind but of 
charming personality, fine charac- 
ter and varied accomplishments, 
which included drawing and play- 
ing the plano and banjo. 


USSELL’S poetry began to 
R evvear in Scribner's Month- 

ly in January, 1876. For 
next four years his verse 
published also in Apple- 
tons Magazine, Puck and other 
periodicals. Much of it was pub- 
lished anonymously or under pen 
names, one of which was ‘“Jov 
Case.’ The best known of his 
poems probabdly is ‘Christmas 
Night in the Quaearters;”’ in this 
poem, the following prayer of a 
parson that the Negroes may be 
forgiven for dancing in the Christ- 
mas celebration furnishes a good 
example of the quality of the po- 
ets work:

Among his other well-known 
poems are ‘“Nebuchadnezzar,’’ 
‘‘Half-way Doin’s,”’ “Selling a Dog’’ 
and ‘‘Uncle Nick on Fishing.’ 

It was not until nine years after 
his death that Russell was accord- 
ed sufficient recognition for his 
collected poems to be published. 
Friends in New York brought that 
about. In his home town his writ- 
ing had been considered rather 
lightly— as something of a youth- 
ful pastime. 

But the home town has come 
now to a realization of the poet's 
literary. distinction, and it is 
planned that the proposed memor- 
jal at Port Gibson shall be a 
handsome acknowledgement of his 
merit. The chairman of the me- 
morial committee is Mrs. Maggie 
Williams Musgrove of Port Gibson. 
Because St. Louis also played a 
part in the life of Irwin Ruseell, 
it was felt that it should have a 
part in the memorial movement, 
and the committee is represented 
in this city by Isadore Heiden- 
reich of 6641 Pershing avenue.
